mercuriall ſtincking and deadly waters, by adding ta it the juice 
of Libards banez of che lea Omon, of the Ewe tree, ol che herbe 
Crawſpote, and alſo of the poiſon of venemous beaſtes,the which 
by the contrar ietie of their natures to ours, doe deſtroy the ſub⸗ 
ſtante of our bodies: and by: luch venemous mixtures, J ſay, the 
ſhot is ſo poiſoned, that by the onely paſſing th2ough, it leaucth be⸗ 
hind it plaine and ma ueſt tokens of his poilon, and that rat with- 
out great daungec, if not with ſpeedie remedit it be redꝛelled. Fox 
we {ze allo by dayly experience, ſuch venemous compolitions, that 
itonely the heade of an Arrow betempered therewith , andwo!im: 
— perſan, wich dzawing of blaod, and the Arrow ſticke not, but 
preleatly palleth away, pet is the poiſon ſo ſubtie and venemous 
that by little T little cxeeping from the lmaller vaines to the grea- 
ter, and lo ta che pzincipall parts, the wounded nian pꝛe lently dieth, 
the which J haue declared, partiy becauſe it was ny chance often 
to ſve the like, ( and not onely J bur alla other wozthy ohiſitions, 
whole names foz byquitte I let paſſe) partly chat I might bzing to 
light theſe wanyertull and prodigious effectes, which are wort ta 
ben in this cale zgnd that they might not be thought impoſſible, 
cauſe they are nnn 
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declare in that booke de Anridorir, which Jhaue in hand, and doo 
meane (God willing) ſhoztly to ng. wherein J will reueale 
both true and meete remedies againſt lach poiſons : and therefoze 
let no man doubt but that the wound map be poiſoned, though the 
vente of the hot, whether it be of leade 02of any other mettall,al- 
though ſome will ſap the contrarie, becauſe it was neuer their 
chance ta be conuerſant with woxthy and ſkitfull men, neither haue 
oblerued the ſundzie and myꝛaculous etfectes of nature (vnknowne 
vaitho:.t doubt) to antiquitie. But that. we map returne againe to 
aur pur pole, we conclude that the ſhot map be poiſoned, not by pow: 
ring ot it ma hole made of purpoſe, as ſume would haue it, but by 
often dipping and ing chem in mercuriall waters and dead⸗ 
ly tuices, chꝛaugh p which choir ſibKance map be altered & ſpotlcd, 
and ſo they doo venime and intect the wound with their cuill diſpo⸗ 
ſition, although they ſtay not in the wounde , but pyeſently paſſe 
1 ſuch koꝛce is the ſubtiltie of them,as by experience often 
made in beaſts,hath ben often the which we meane to con⸗ 
firme with pꝛobable reaſons in that booke de Antidotu, of which 
we ſpake off alittle befone, But yet we graunt that the ſhot paſling 
lo ſwiltly though the body, cannot lo lodenly intect with his pot- 
ſon; pet often it commeth to paſſe that the bullet lieth long in the 
wound vnknowne to che Chyꝛurgion: and ſo I thinke there is no 
man that doubteth, but that in luch ſpace it hach time enough to in 
fect with his venime the hurted part, koꝛ the moꝛe ſubtiller and ſpt- 
rituall the poiſon is (as we haue declared befoze } ſo much ſwiktcr x 
quicker are the effects thereof, by ſpeading abꝛoade his maligne 
vapours , thzoughthe baines, arteries and ſinewes, whereby it 
goth intect che ſpirits naturall, vital, and animall: choaking them 
with a certaine dil; ce and contraxietie, ioying themſclues 
wich them, whereby the life of man is extinguiſhed,the which doth 
conſiſt ofa liuelp and mecte. actiou ut the ſaide thꝛee ſpirits, And 
theſe poiſans the mant labtiler and finet chey be lu much the moꝛe 
daungerous they are, the which is plainly to be ſeene by the biting 
of Ci ers andother venomaus boalkts, But if any man will fro- 
wardly contend (as A bes ſomie will) chat the ſtrength of the fire 
will take away all an of che bullet, J will anſwere them 
aten Ane argum i wont to ble:

har led with bare hands: and likewiſe I lay, chat then the fire can 
not haue luch power that it is able to aboitſh the potſon which is 
ſped thꝛough the lubſtance of the bullet, ſpecralip whenthe venine 
is ſo mixed with all parts ok the ſhot, that it hath infected with his 
venime all the ſubſtance thereof, Nether ain J maoued mtyat 
Ariſtotle lib. de Cœlo cap.7. wiitcth,, that by the impullion of the 
aire, the dartcs oz arrowes ware ſv hat that the leade ther eok 
meiteth , the which by the ching it lelte and dayly experience is 
knowne to be falle, and eſpecially in gun bullets,which are lent out 
by fire, and are carried away larre moze ſwilter then any arroweꝛ 
but if this might be graunted to Ariſtotle, pct the witnelle of aun⸗ 


tient wꝛiters (ot whom mention befoze is me) doth plain y pzoue 


that the poiſon therbx, cannot by any means be extinguiched: mich 
lelle the can it be ouercome with a far leſſer heate. Nay, J ſap, that 


not onely, that the venime cannot be taken away with lo final heate, 


but alſo J affirme chat if the bullet it ſelf ſhould be molten yet very 
hardly thereby the poiſon would be purifted, fo2 ſo greatly deeply 
is it ſpꝛed x mingled w the whole lubſtãce therof, that fo2 the molt 
part there is not one part left vnaltered, Likewiſe the ſpirite of 
Ar ſnicke, Cal aminæ oꝛ Txthie,being mingled with gray oz yellow: 
iſh Copper, dooth not at the firff melting vaniſh away, yet we 
count not thole like to them which wee ſpake off beloze, luch as be 
deadly, being only outwardly & farre from the pꝛincipall parts ap- 
plied, thzough their hid and ſecret qualitie, as the effectcs thercol 
doth moſt plamly declare, By this we trulk, it is manifeſtly p200- 
uedthat ſhot may be poyſoned, which verie quickly will woꝛke hys 
eftectes , eſpecially it it ſtay in the wound: as oftentunes we haue 
ſeene, that poyſon being heated wich a ſmall fire and ſcarſſy made 
warme, would very hardly be quenched oꝛ taken away. By which 
realons it map be concluded » ſhot map be venemous, but not tho⸗ 
row the pouder ( which we haue p2onedto be quite voyd of venom) 
but bydipping and ſeaſoning the ſhot in poyſon, which oltentunes 
we haue ſeene, wherefoze it behoueth a wiſe and expert phiſſt an, 
not to be lelfe minded, to2 as this thing happeneth net dayly, yet 


mane times it co mmeth to paſſe, and pet not offentimcs, when a 
ludden battell is fought when eyther though ignoꝛante, oꝛ want of 
poyſon it is not pꝛactiſed, but it is rather wought in detence of 
Cities, being beſieged oz of ſet p pole, when ante is minded uil⸗ 
lanouſle to murther another, to _—_ moſt wickedpeuiſe(inthele 
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our bnh2ppte dayes) Pꝛinces and noble men are moꝛe in danger, 
then common ldudiers, in this plate we will ouerpalſe the ſignes 
and tokens, whereby it may be knowen whether the Got be beno⸗ 
maus 02 no, hauing a moꝛe ficter place therefoze, in the chapter of 
the true and oꝛderly curation thereot. Th is place requirech that we 
realon 07 che varietie which is found in ſuch woundes, chat is, of 
the burning, which ſometimes is, and ſometimes is not, and to ſap 
my minde therein, J cannot allow their opinion ( moued ther eunto 
by che authoꝛitie or diuers learned men) which write that the cauſe 
at the burning and blaſting comes though the ot , which they 
ch uke, byreaſon of his ſwift mouing and motion of the ayꝛe, 
chꝛough which i lwiftiy paſſeth) warcth ſo hate , that it hath the 
ſtrength of a cauterile which they labour to pꝛcue, by the effect fol⸗ 
lowing, that is, by the elcharre, great inflamation and blackneſſe, 
and other ſuch accidentes, which are woont to accompante bur⸗ 
ning. Ok this J will not wich mane wozdes tontend, inſomuch 
chat the nature ol the ſhot bemg wilelywated(which is conrnonly 
ot lead, andeherefoze can hardly abwe ſich force ol heate without 
melting) cheir erroꝛ with ſmalt adoe is touinted, and ſa: muche 
the eaſier, beeing alreadie confuted by manie learned rraſons of 
Laurentiusloubertut, à muſt excellent phiſition, md famous in otir 
coturrep, whole wile and learned iudgemient (J doubt not) wil alſo 
ver ilie wich me, chat this blaſting of the wound, is not chꝛotigh the 
heate of theſhot, which comes karre ol, out ol an Iron peece, But 
it may be when one is wounded by ſhot ſtanding hard by, as day⸗ 
p we ſee doe happen, that they ſtand ſo nigh the peece, chat with 
the wound, their garmentes x uerie heard are alſo ſcoꝛthed which 
happeneth oncly thzough the burning of che powder , which firie 
and burning with che ſhot flieth out ol the mouth of the gunne: 
which tf ante man ſaich it cannot fice farre, J will anſwere hym by 
the contrarie that it map verte well ſlie ſo farre, that tt anie man 
touch his bodie he may plainelx feele it, befoze it be quite extingui 
ſhed: Andagaine if ame mae captious will demaund, whether 
that the harnelle and apparell be not ſirfficient to defend the fleſhe 
from burning by the powder, J doubt not but the harneſſe hath 
much moze faxe in defending thereof, then hath a doublet made o 

a beaſtes ſkinne oꝛ ſuch other kinde ol apparell, the which with 
the verre ſhirt oftentimes wee haue ſeene by ſhot burned, neyther 
then is it to be doubted, but that the aire beeing on fire, foflowiy - 
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and dꝛiuing the pellet no the wor ded perſon, but thereby the 
fleſh may allo be burned: But what will they ſap then, when the 
gunne is diſcharged cuen clole at the part. es bodie, and the wound 
happencthn an vncloathed and naked place, doch cuer ic ſauldier 
weare gauntlets and helmets? yea ottentimes it happenech the 
gunne ta be diſcharged at the verte face, necke, handes and open 
mouth, as they which are dayly catuicrſant in the warres can be are 
me mi meſſe farre better then thole which diſpute ol the matter in 
eir cloſets (and accoꝛding to the pꝛouer o) wihotit hazard of gun 
ſhot. Surelp J dcnie not, but when one is wounded lo nigh the Oꝛ⸗ 
dinante, but that the wound may be burned and blade d, in which 
caſe, they are greatly deceaucd , which chinke that luch woundes 
are alwates without blaitmg, and doe nidge the heate to cone anc- 
i of the pellet, and therby do make rules lu gencral, that they may 
haue mary except ons, which eali y may be gathered by that which 
we befoze haue ſpoken, intreating of the venome and blaſting har, 
penung to thele woundes , Thus nnch haue J thought it g/ od 
to declare vnto vou concerning the nature & eſſence of wowr,s bp 
ſhot, and ot the ſundzie accidentes which may happen ther. cunto: 
the which foꝛ the moſt part, are woont to be, lolution ot / ontimu- 
tie with bzuſing and rending of the partes, which requir eth two in⸗ 
tentions curate, that is conſolidation, and reſtoꝛing f che huled 
and tozne partes, but if it be accompanied wich bur weng (as it may 
be) then muſt we repaire to the third intention, the.tis tothe extin-

and iudge, as well by reaſon as experience, what and howe manie 
intentions are neceflarie to the curation cherot, and [a may pꝛoude 
indications much able to ſundꝛie accidentes and preſent grickes, 
and thereby to pꝛeuent things which are as 8 to come, as Galen 
teacheth, 46. Met. 4. & 7. Co which purpole it greatly auapleth a 
perfect knowledge ol pꝛoper differences, and a conſideration of the 
greatneſſe o2 ſnalenelle, deepeneſle oz hollowneſſe of the wound: 
the which differences are taken(as of the caule elficient) of the ma⸗ 
nifold figur es, ſubſtances, ſhapes, and kinde of mettallof the ſhot, 
fo: (ome ofthem are long, ſome plaine,ſome great, ſome litle,ſong 
verie ſlender, which cauſeth chat the wound is of ſundꝛie ſoztc 
ſome ſtrike awaie the member, other pearce thzough, tearing and 
rending the ſincwpparts, and burſting the bones, o2 ſomctane by 
onely bꝛuſing and not pearcing the teh, arcowing tothe ſund ie 
vnd vnltke kinde of ſhot, oz tothe nighnelle oz karre diſtance there: 
oh oꝛ accoding ts the ſkate of the bodie being hurted, that is ep- 
ther naked oz couered, vea ſometimes ſo ſafe it is defended with ſa 
ſure a coꝛſlet( and as we may lay) ſo tẽpered that it cannot be pear- 
red, neyther the bodie by anie meanes be wounded : And it it bee 
wounded it is verie little and without danger, in chat the violence 
ol the ſhot is weakened by che har dnelſe and ſtrongneſſe of the ar 
mour, and eſpeciallie being che ſhot of no great oꝛdinance, but ol 
ſome ſmall por te, and all theſe differences (withqut doubt) may be 
referredto one t inde, that is, tothe ſolution ofcontimutie, which 
ſometime is ſeenc and ſomtimes'ts hidden, that is manifeſt, which 
is perceiutd by handling and ſight, and when a platne wound ap- 
peareth with wauneN? of the ficthe- (as it were an Elcare) ioyned 
with great doloꝛ, and G'ectalip when the ſincwes are hurt which 
doth platn yſhew vnto vs, beſide the ſignes of a wound which doth 
not a litle ataile to this purpole)that the ſame is made by gunſhot, 
A hidden oꝛ ſecret wotud is, without anie manifeſt bꝛeaking ok the 
kume, which che Grecians call#«2u.o» and: is knowen by ſheds 
ding of the bla betweene the fleſh and the ſkinne, and doc ſlayne 
the hurted pare wich a violet and wannie colour , Theſe are the 
coumun ſignes of ſurh wouud:s, wherein a conſideration is had ol 
onely biuſing and ſolution or continue, but inſomuch as we haue 
taught in the koꝛmer chapter that ſuch woundes may lometimes be 
wee 1 ee and blaſting nt oth rar of 
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ſome, it behouech the Chirur gion ta imploy all his ſtudie and las 
bour in this caſe, to iudge and diſterne cucrie atferticn by the to.

and other firſt qualities: when common y the fault licth in the wil- 
fulneſſe and vnſkiifulneſſe of the Phiſtcton, per lwading then 
(clues that theſe wounds by no meanes may bevenemous, x thcr- 
by they refule the true kinde of healing: And ſome no doubt, woll 
attribute it tothe aboundance ol blood, and to the euull iuice ofthe 
bodies called by Þ Greeks Cachochimia, the which two verily J 
doe acknowledge, & with Galen confeſfe, haue great foꝛte in hinde⸗ 
ring of al wounds,and the chieleſt cauſes of euill accivences,notw- 
ſtanding if the ſignes, which ſignifieth venonyhath in the any thing 
tõmon, with theſe y happen to gunſhot, where only cdtulton ts ioy- 
ned yet may they eaſtly be diſcerned, whether they be great oz litle 


times come to paſſe. Therefoze tf the fleſh be moꝛe wanner then it

Monte thꝛreoł alſo may be made in the 
fire, which was ſaid (not rahly) to haue great fozce in purging of 
all po:[3n, B:caule ſuch things which are Troag poilon in deede, 
doe conſiſt ofa ſp:rituail and ap:tall ſubſtance, and theretoze by 
foꝛce of fire doe caſily vanich into che aire, yet not with a ſmal heate 
ſuch as is felt in going out of ö ſhot, as AmbroſinsP areut thought, 
which rather in pzoceſſe of time woulde fire it and make it not vo:

F0} it is 
þ olfite ot the philition to ſupplic the wants ol nature, and to pꝛe· 
uent ſuch hurttull accidentes, as may happen thereunto , and that 
by indications taken of the waightineile of the griefe, che which J 
find to be two, that is bloudletring and purgation, both of the which 
are very neceſſarie to the curing of wounds by ſhot; which toꝛ thee 
cauſes may iuſtly be reckoned among moſt dangerous: and there- 
lone it is verie neteſſar ie todzaw? bloud in the curation of theſe 
woundes; & that in the verie beginning, that lo thereby the flure ol

"Tis an olde and true ſaying of the Poet. That there is nothing 
*moze imperious then an ignoꝛant man, which thinketh 3 


72 lolephus Quercetanus' 
well dont, but what hze doth hi uſtife, whichthing, as it may be 
ſeene in nlany other arts, vet moſt ſpecially in this, which is called 
p Spagericke arte, Fo we lee euery where ccrtame men. J knowe 
not what they be, puTed vp wich a certame barbarous and faoliſhe 
pzize, which with great ſcome inuey againſt tzole medicines which 
are dzawne out okthe mettaline mines: Which notwichſtanding, 
it is apparant were in vſe and had in great eſtimatidn with the 
chiefe ancient Phiſitions, as we haue declared in that booke which 
we haue ſec foꝛth af che ſpagirickt pꝛepar ation of medicines, And 
what J pꝛay pou is the caule of this anger, oꝛ rather madnelle:but 
that (as they themſelues conkeſſe) they knowe not che pꝛeparation 
of them. Dhappte artes, it onely artificers might iudge them, (ag 
Fabius is repaꝛted ſomttime to haue ſaid.) Then are theyvnhappy 
of whome the ignozant and vnlearned fcarenot ſo rachiy to gine 
iudgement, which neuer yet vaderſtoode from whence, oꝛ why, this 
is called the Spagiricke arte whiche learned men ot two Greeie 
woꝛdes haue ſo na ned, becaulc by that arte, a certaine ſubtill am 
ſpirituall nature is dꝛawne, gathered and pꝛeſſed out, wher ein the 
toꝛce andeffect of the medicine doth chiefly coufiſt, The great and 
inco:nparable commoditie whercof as it appcarcth in many other 
diſeaſes, ſo ſhallit chiefly be knowne in curing woundes by Gun, 
ſhot, As J truſt (God willing) it {yall much moze happiip be tryed 
and found out by the pꝛeparatians of mcdicines animall,v:getable, 
and minerall, and by other eſſences dꝛa vne out of mercure, S- 
phur. nrioll, arſenic ke, Iron, C pper, Lead, and Litar ge, and alſo 
ont of Aotimony and ſuch other mineralles, as alſoout of p groſe 
and fattie bodies of imple mettals: ot whome it is farre ock, that 
the loꝛce ſhould be lo great, although the antient Phiſitions haut 
vled them to cure woundes, and vicers,(as their waitiges doe te- 
ſtifte) as the loꝛce of their ſpirites, which may be called, as it wert 
their ſoules. But ( peraduenture ſome of thole backebitcrs wil ſap) 
whpare not we content with thoſe medicines which the learned 
antiquitie hath deltucred vnto vs, and that Hypocrates and Galen 
the antient pillers ol our arte and others haue let foꝛth in theyꝛ mo: 
mnmentes: CUhy doe we ſeeke new wayes neuer heard ol b 
ſpecialip viknowae to the Apothecaryes: But ſon e ol vs will an- 
ſwere, chat the only remedie of Mercurie pꝛecipitate, is the onelit 
remedie / to paſe ouer other) which perte lately they haue begun ta 
vle, in curing of waundes by Gunſhot and other maligne vicers, J & furt 
were 


of curing Gunſhot. + 
were ſufficient to anfwere this their queſtivn, yea and to repꝛoue 


their foilic topned with intollerabie pꝛide. But if aut zo: itie ve 
aſked los, I thinke Geſner, Gunter, Andernacke, Severive (td 
paTeoutra great ma other) wil be fo; vs as greacauthozitie Þ 
the learned: as thele ſlanderers.
